Our Fraternity stands squarely 
for a sincere Patriotism. We take 
pride in our institutions and always 
pay due and honorable respect to 
our National emblem—our Flag. 


The use of our Flag simply for ornament by the ignorant or 
thoughtless tends to destroy or at best impair its significance. 
The indiscriminate use of a group of Flags on the front of an 
automobile is contrary to the Flag code and by thus subjecting 
them to rain, dust and the tattering action of the wind shows a 
lack of respect for the emblem of our Country. 


New Flag Oath and Shriner’s Oath of Allegiance 
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(From report made to the Imperial Council) 
When the Color Guard, or Marshal, with his assistants presents 
the Colors at the altar after the Temple has been duly opened, 
the Potentate will cause the Nobility to come to attention and 
salute. After the salute is rendered, the following pledge will be 
recited in concert: 


“I pledge allegiance to my flag, to the principles for 
which it stands, one Brotherhood indivisible, with 
liberty and justice for all.’’ 


The Color Guard will then escort the Colors to their proper posi- 
tion while the Nobility continue at attention. The Color Guard 
will then return to the altar and the Potentate will seat the Temple.

REQUIREMENTS FOR ADMISSION 


All of the Shriners’ Hospitals for Crippled Children are open to 
any crippled child without regard to race, color or creed, provided 
the applicant meets with the following requirements: 

The child must be under fourteen years of age, of normal 

_ mentality, and after an examination by our Chief Surgeon there 
must be a reasonable hope of materially improving the child’s 
condition. 

If the child passes examination for Orthopedic work and 
suffers from any other curable affliction, it is cared for while at 
the hospital, by members of the medical staff attached to each 
Unit. 

The parents or guardian must be financially unable to pay for 
the treatment of the child, the financial condition being vouched 
for by a Noble and checked up by a financial or credit bureau. 

Applications can be made by parents or guardians through any 
Shriner, or through the officers of the nearest Shrine Temple, or 
directly to the Chairman of the Governing Board of any hospital, 
or through any member of the Board of Trustees. Application 
blanks can be secured by addressing any of the hospitals. All 
applications take their turn on the waiting list. No preference 
is shown.
